The international manhunt for 
Canadian fugitive Luka Rocco 
Magnotta ended Monday in a 
Berlin Internet cafe, where the 
alleged killer was arrested after 
being spotted reading news re¬ 
ports about himself. 

Berlin police said they were 
called into the small busi¬ 
ness near the city centre after 
someone inside recognized 
Magnotta, who was at a ter¬ 
minal surfing the Internet. 

A department spokesman 
said Magnotta initially tried to 
give officers false names, but 
then conceded: “OK, you got 
me.” 

Magnotta, 29, is facing five 
charges in Montreal, includ¬ 
ing first-degree murder, in the

brutal slaying and dismember¬ 
ment of Jim Lin, a Chinese 
national who was studying at 
Concordia University. 

His capture came less than 
a week after police issued a 
warrant for his arrest in con¬ 
nection with Lin’s death — a 
macabre Itilhng that grabbed 
international headhnes and 
shocked people around world. 

Lin’s torso was found stuffed 
inside a suitcase on a Montreal 
curb outside Magnotta’s apart¬ 
ment building last Tuesday. 
Other body parts, including a 
hand and foot, were mailed 
separately to the offices of pol¬ 
itical parties in Ottawa. 

Montreal police said 
Magnotta fled Canada for 
France about a day after Lin’s 
death, which is believed to 
have occurred sometime over¬ 
night between May 24 and May 
25. 

Magnotta was seen in Paris 
over the weekend — more 
than 1,000 kilometres from 
Berhn — and, after several days 
of police work from forces on 
two continents, authorities

Millet mom gets six 
years for sons’ deaths 


Outrage. Boys’ 
grandfather calls 
sentence for Allyson 
McConnell, who 
drowned her children 
in 2010, ‘crazy’ 


A woman who drowned her 
two young sons in the bath¬ 
tub of the family home was 
sentenced Monday to six years 
for manslaughter, but will be 
eligible for parole in less than 
a year. 

Allyson McGonnell, who 
is originally from Australia, 
is getting two-for-one credit 
for the time she has already 


spent in Alberta Hospital in 
Edmonton, meaning there are 
15 months left in her sentence. 
She will be eligible for parole 
in 10 months. 

Justice Michelle Grighton 
recommended McGonnell re¬ 
main at the mental hospital 
imtil doctors believe she is well 
enough to be transferred to an¬ 
other facihty. 

She pointed out McGonnell 
might never go free because 
she is still imder a mental- 
health warrant and it is up to 
her treatment team to decide 
if she is weU enough to return 
to society. 

The boys’ paternal grand¬ 
father was emotional outside 
the courtroom. He said the 
sentence was ridiculous and 


questioned whether it would 
stop people from killing chil¬ 
dren. 

“This is crazy. I can’t believe 
it,” he said. 

Their father and grand¬ 
mother cried in court, but Mc¬ 
Connell sat quietly and showed 
no emotion. When asked by 
the judge if she had an 3 fthing 
to say, she shook her head and 
answered simply: “No.” 

Grighton acknowledged 
the intense emotion of the 
case. She pointed to the victim 
impact statements and how 
the grandmother talked about 
how she had one day cleaned 
her patio doors and reahzed 
too late that she was wiping 
away one of the children’s 
sticky fingerprints. 


Manslaughter conviction 


• McConnell was originally 
charged with second- 
degree murder, but 
Grighton convicted her 
of manslaughter in April. 


• McConnell and her 
husband were in the 
middle of a bitter divorce 
and she wanted to take 
their children back to 
Australia. 


“I cried for days knowing 
there would be no new ones. 
I wish I had left them there,” 
she said in her statement.

Albertans in for a hot, dry summer, experts say 


Prepare for a heat wave, Al¬ 
berta. 

Alberta will be hotter than 
average this summer, ac¬ 
cording to The Weather Net¬ 
work’s summer outlook for 
Canadian provinces, released 
Monday. 

Both Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton will see above normal 
temperatures for the summer 
months — an average of 22 
degrees Celsius for both cit¬ 
ies. The province will see a 
normal amount of precipita¬ 
tion- 206 mm for Calgary and 


246 mm for Edmonton — but 
with dry spots in the south¬ 
east and northwest. 

A hotter summer and dry 
spots in the Boreal forest re¬ 
gion as well as the grasslands 
could have mean a possible 
increase of wildfire danger in 
the province. 

“If conditions are warm 
and dry, those are conditions 
where wildfires can start 
and spread really quickly, 
especially if you have low 
humidity levels or have high 
winds,” said Whitney Exton, 


wildfire information officer 
with Alberta Environmental 
and Sustainable Resource De¬ 
velopment. 

“One time of year that we 
see a lot more wildfires and 
unattended campfires are on 
long weekends, because lots 
of people are camping and 
lots of people are in close 
vicinity of each other. It’s so 
important for Albertans to ex¬ 
tinguish campfires because it 
could help reduce the threat 
of a wildfire starting.” 

Weather is also top-of- 


mind for park conservation 
officers, said Susan Johnson, 
spokesperson for Tourism, 
Parks and Recreation. 

Johnson added that 
camping numbers also 
increase during hot sum¬ 
mers and cancellations at 
campgrounds are less likely.

Westrich Pacific Corp. 
began sales on Saturday for 
a 32-storey, 199-condo luxury 
project, the Ultima Tower, on 
103 Street south of 103 Av¬ 
enue. The response shocked 


Westrich partner Ritchie 
Lam. 

“Definitely we were sur¬ 
prised,” he said. “We were 
expecting maybe 30 reserva¬ 
tions, and we would have 
been happy with that. Our 
goal was to hit 100 by Octo¬ 
ber, and we hit 150 by Sun¬ 
day.” 

Potential buyers had to 
put down a $1,000 deposit as 
an expression of interest. 

The Ultima will be within 


a couple of minutes’ walk 
from the site of the new 
arena. While there is no ques¬ 
tion the proximity to the 
arena was a major selling 
point, Lam feels the “Van¬ 
couver-style” design, and the 
affordable price point, also 
lured potential buyers. Most 
condos will sell for $250,000 
to $300,000. 

Construction is sched¬ 
uled to begin in October, and 
should be completed by 2015. 


Zero grades a last resort 
in Calgary schools: Board 


Teachers are generally dis¬ 
couraged from giving a 
grade of zero to Calgary stu¬ 
dents, say officials with the 
city’s two school boards. 

The disclosure comes as 
Edmonton schoolteacher 
Lynden Dorval appears 
primed to lose his job of 35 
years for refusing to back 
down from marking goose 
eggs on the incomplete 
work submitted by some of 
his high-school students. 

Ronna Mosher, a direc¬ 


tor in the office of the Cal¬ 
gary Board of Education’s 
chief superintendent, said 
decisions on student assess¬ 
ment are laid out by Calgary 
school principals — the 
same practice adhered to 
in Edmonton — but no CBE 
school that she is aware of 
has outlawed zero grades. 
Instead, she said teachers 
try to identify struggling 
students and work to help 
them find success. 

However, the Alberta 


Teachers’ Association has 
refrained from advocating 
on Dorval’s behalf, noting 
the teacher did in fact dis¬ 
obey a direction from his 
boss. 

“Certainly this is an area 
that requires more research 
on our part,” Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Association president 
Carol Henderson said, add¬ 
ing it is a teacher’s respon¬ 
sibility to adapt as class¬ 
room practices evolve.

Some 500 organizations are 
blacking out their websites in 
a day of protest against gov¬ 
ernment omnibus budget bill 
C-38 and its clampdovm on 
environmental charities do¬ 
ing advocacy work. 

“Bill C-38 is reflective of a

The law 
can also override National 
Energy Board decisions and 
will speed up the environ¬ 
mental review process by 
reducing the number of stud¬ 
ies conducted and exclude 
citizen groups from environ¬ 
mental reviews for pipelines.

Just Love: A 
Framework for Christian Sex¬ 
ual Ethics, by Sister Margaret 
Farley, a member of the Sisters 
of Mercy religious order and 
emeritus professor of Christian 
ethics at Yale Divinity School, 
posed “grave harm” to the 
faithful. 

The Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith said that 
in the 2006 book, Farley either 
ignored church teaching on 
core issues of human sexuality 
or treated it as merely one opin¬ 
ion among many.

themes” that were incompat¬ 
ible with Cathohcism. 

The Vatican singled out 
specific problems in Farley’s 
book, which it said “affirms 
positions that are in direct 
contradiction with Catholic 
teaching in the field of sexual 
morality.” 

Farley, for example, writes 
that masturbation doesn’t raise 
any moral problems and can 
actually help relationships. The 
Vatican asserted that according 
to church teaching “mastur¬ 
bation is an intrinsically and 
gravely disordered action.” 

Farley wrote that homosex¬ 
uals and their activities should 
be respected. Church teaching 
holds that gays should be re¬ 
spected but that homosexual 
acts are “intrinsically disor¬ 
dered.” 

On gay marriage, Farley said 
legal recognition of gay mar¬ 
riage can help transform the 
stigmatization of gays. Levada 
wrote back that approving gay 
marriage would not only signi 
approval of “deviant behav¬ 
iour” but would obscure the 
value of traditional marriage.

Police dogs sniffed for dead 
bodies Monday in the rubble 
of buildings destroyed when 
an airliner crashed into 
them, killing all 153 aboard, 
as cranes lifted away heavy 
pieces of debris in the grisly 
aftermath of Nigeria’s worst 
air disaster in nearly two dec¬ 
ades. 

Rescue officials said they 
fear many more people may 
have perished on the ground. 
The airline involved said an 
investigation had begun into 
the cause of Sunday’s crash. 

A Nigeria Red Cross report 
said 110 bodies had been re¬ 
covered, with more being dug 
out from the rubble. A U.S. of¬ 
ficial said American citizens 
had been aboard the fiight. 

The pilots reported engine 
trouble before the plane fell 
out of the sky on a clear after¬ 
noon, smashing into business¬ 
es and crowded apartment 
buildings near Lagos’ Murtala 
Muhammed International Air¬ 
port. The fiight was bound for 


Lagos, Nigeria’s commercial 
centre, from Abuja, the cap¬ 
ital. Two years ago, the same 
MD-83 lost engine power due 
to a bird strike. 

“The fear is that since it 
happened in a residential 
area, there may have been 
many people killed,” said Yus- 
hau Shuaib, a spokesman for 
Nigeria’s National Emergency 
Management Agency. 

Overnight, officials 

brought in a large crane from 
a local construction company 
to hft the tail of the aircraft 
and other debris, as well as 
blow torches to cut through 
the aircraft wreckage. 

The debris still smouldered 
Monday morning. Some emer¬ 
gency workers wore masks 
to tiy and protect themselves 
from the stench of the dead. 

Nigerian President Good- 
luck Jonathan spent about 20 
minutes looking at the wreck¬ 
age with federal lawmakers 
and said the crash was a set¬ 
back to Nigeria’s growing avi¬ 
ation industry. 

“We will make sure this 
will not repeat itself in this 
country,” he said, a pledge 
that will be hard to keep in a 
nation with a history of major 
passenger plane crashes in the 
last 20 years.

When Sandra Tamari arrived 
at Israel’s international air¬ 
port, she received an unusual 
request: A security agent 
pushed a computer screen 
in front of her, connected to 
Gmail, and told her to “log 
in.” 

The agent, suspecting 
Tamari was involved in pro- 
Palestinian activism, wanted 
to inspect her private email 
account for incriminating evi¬ 
dence. The 42-year-old Amer¬ 
ican of Palestinian descent 
refused, and was swiftly ex¬ 
pelled from the country. 

Tamari’s experience is not 
unique. In a cyber-age twist on 
Israel’s vaunted history of air¬ 
port security, the country has 
begun to force incoming trav¬ 
ellers deemed suspicious to 
open personal email accounts 
for inspection, visitors say. 

Targeting mainly Muslims 
or Arabs, the practice appears 
to be aimed at rooting out 
visitors who have histories of 
pro-Palestinian activism, and 
in recent weeks, has led to 
the expulsion of at least three 
American women. 

It remains unclear how 
widespread the practice is.

Husbands is known to police 
and at the time of the shooting, 
was under house arrest for a 
previous charge, Boig revealed 
at a news conference. 


There are indications that 
Husbands and the 24-year-old 
man who died in Saturday’s 
shooting, who police have said 
was believed to have gang ties, 
loiew each other, Borg added. 

Regardless, Borg said, “I do 
not believe that this is a gang- 
motivated homicide. I believe 
there’s personal aspects in¬ 
volved.”

Confessed mass killer Anders 
Behring Breivik told a Norwe¬ 
gian court on Monday about 
numerous instances from his 
childhood and adolescence 
when he was supposedly shght- 
ed by Muslims, seeming to sug¬ 
gest that these incidents played 
a role in his radicalization. 

Breivik testified that when 
he was seven years old his 
friend’s Turkish father wrecked 
his bicycle, and at the age of 15 
he was slapped by a Pakistani 
subway driver for riding on the 
outside of a subway car. 

The court sat stunned as 
Breivik, who has admitted to 
killing 77 people in a bomb 
and shooting rampage last 
summer in Norway, read a lit¬ 
any of such grievances from 
a sheet of paper covered in 
minuscule handwriting.

Breivik also made reference 
to several past racist-mo¬ 
tivated attacks in Norway, 
such as the murders of 
Arve Beheim Karlsen and 
Benjamin Hermansen, both 
young Norwegian men with 
foreign roots.

A Washington-based refugee 
advocacy group called on the 
world Monday to help Syrians 
who have fled their coimtry’s 
turmoil, saying they are stretch¬ 
ing the meagre resources of Jor¬ 
dan and Lebanon. 

Since the Syrian uprising 
began in March 2011, Jordan 
has taken in more than 110,000 
refugees, and Lebanon 26,000, 
according to official figures. In 
Jordan, many refugees are be¬ 
ing hosted in private homes, 
with Jordanian families provid¬ 
ing them food and shelter. 

Refugees International (RI) 
warned in a written statement 
that the Syrian refugee crisis 
“may threaten the pohtical 
stability of both Lebanon and 
Jordan, and the international 
community must scale up hu¬ 
manitarian and development 
aid to keep both coimtries on a 
firm footing.” 

With their “economies weak 
and their pohtics strained, nei¬ 
ther coimfry is well positioned 
to accept Aousands of poor, 
vulnerable Syrians — and yet 
they must, and they have,” the 
group said.

pressure they are under domes¬ 
tically, with high imemploy- 
ment and a thinning social 
safety net, Lebanon and Jordan 
“have made real efforts to ac¬ 
commodate Syrian refugees.”

Though Facebook bans chil¬ 
dren under 13, milhons of 
them have profiles on the site 
by lying about their age. 

The company is now test¬ 
ing ways to allow those kids to 
participate without needing to 
lie. This would likely be under 
parental supervision, such as by 
connecting children’s accoimts 
to their parents’ accoimts.

Company still focusing 
on discount carrier at 
annual meeting 


Air Canada’s top executive says 
the launch of a new low-cost 
carrier remains a top priority 
for the airline, as it grapples to 
make profoimd changes to the 
way it does business. 

“We need to participate in 
this segment of the market in 
one manner or another,” Air 
Canada chief executive Calin 
Rovinescu said Monday in a 
speech to shareholders. 

He said Air Canada is sensi¬ 
tive to the views of its pilots 
and wants to make sure that 
whatever time frame it takes 
with the low-cost carrier is con¬ 
sistent with the discussions the 
arbitration process set up by 
the federal government. 

The pilots are one of two 
major labour groups at Air 
Canada vdthout a collective 
agreement. The other union is 
the International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers, which represents re¬ 
pair and ramp crews. 


Both disputes will be re¬ 
solved by a mediator ordered 
by the federal government, 
which brought in back-to-work 
legislation after Air Canada 
locked out the pilots and the 
Machinists annoimced they 
would go on strike. Sharehold¬ 


ers overwhelmingly approved 
a new policy on executive com¬ 
pensation while Air Canada pi¬ 
lots held an information picket 
outside the downtown hotel. 

The largely symbohc resolu¬ 
tion passed with 91.85 per cent 
approval. 


The main opposition came 
from Air Canada Pilots Associa¬ 
tion president Paul Strachan. 

He argued giving double¬ 
digit compensation increases 
to top executives while extol¬ 
ling austerity to employees is

Kristen Stewart isn’t scared 
of blood sucking vampires or 
monstrous werewolves. She’s 
not even put off by drinking 
her own blood. But there is one 
thing she is scared of... horses. 
As a yoimgster she broke and 
dislocated her elbow falling 
off a horse and has been reluc¬ 
tant to get back in the saddle 
ever since. But much to Stew¬ 
art’s dismay, her Snow White 
character in Snow White and 
the Himtsman is no damsel 
in distress and spends most of 
the film on horse back as she 
escapes the clutches of the Evil 
Queen. 

Metro spoke to Sam Dent, Stew¬ 
art’s horse riding instructor, to 
find out how she finally over¬ 
came her fear of falling. 

Overcoming fear 

“I could tell she was nervous 
from day one. But that’s only

natural for someone scarred 
by a bad fall to let their nerves 
get the best of them, but there 
isn’t much you can actually 
do to help other than reassure 
them,” Dent tells Metro. 

Taking the reins 

Horse riding is an exercise in it¬ 
self and you’ll need to be fight¬ 
ing fit if you’re going to give it 
your all ... and not fall off the 
horse. As an exercise, the ef¬ 
fort required to remain seated 
in an upright position has both 
cardio and toning benefits, es¬ 
pecially in the gallop. But im- 
like most sports, you’re not in 
control. “The horse — a veiy 
powerful creature — is,” says 
Dent. “If they don’t want to 
do something, you need to be 


physically and mentally strong 
to handle them.” 

Lucky for Dent, Stewart was a 
keen learner 

“Kristen was fully concentrated 
on conquering her fears. Her 
and Rusty, her horse (they got 
on great, by the way) would 
start by spending 15 to 20 
minutes in the enclosed arena. 
Once she got comfortable, we 
would go into canter (a three 
time gait with the horse pla¬ 
cing one leg, then two together 
and then the remaining leg on 
the groimd) in the open field. 
It’s funny because when she 
was on her horse, her nerves 
didn’t show and she never did 
an 3 Thing reckless. She was lis¬ 
tening and acting like she was 
confident, even though she 
wasn’t.” 

Being a Bare devil 

Another challenge for Stew¬ 
art was learning how to ride 
bareback — that is, without a 
saddle. Removing the saddle is 
a risk, as it requires the rider to

exert a higher level of balance 
and coordination in order to re¬ 
main on the horse. The absence 
of a supporting tree and pad¬ 
ding between the rider’s seat 
bones and the horse’s spine 
means it’s not exactly the most 
comfortable riding style. “Bare- 
back riding is very fatiguing as 
you no longer have the saddle 
to keep you steady” adds Dent. 
Thanl^Uy, Stewart was fit 
enough to cope, thanks to her 
stunt training with the ‘boys,’ 


co-stars Chris Hemsworth, Sam 
Clafiin and co. 

What did Dent think of her 
pupil’s overall performance? 

“Kristen was completely knack¬ 
ered by the end of filming as 
she had taken up so much ex¬ 
tra work physically. The actual 
riding she did was pretty basic 
but she’s a good rider.” 

But what about the Hunts¬ 
man’s riding skills? 

We know Chris Hemsworth 
has the advantage of an 
action hero past, but did this 
help him ride a horse? 

“Chris was a natural. I 
just needed to bring him 
back up to speed because even 
though he’d ridden before, his 
style was a little too ‘cowboy- 
ish.’ I had to straighten him 
up a bit,” reveals Dent. Want 
to know a fun fact? 
Hemsworth’s horse 

was called Pinocchio. 
Not what you’d expect a 
hunter’s horse to be called, 
but cute.

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High-tech cancer treatment breakthrough 



Research. Cancer 
treatments grow more 
high-tech: ‘Smart 
bomb’ drugs, immune 
boosters are seeing 
some success 


New research shows a sharp 
escalation in the weapons 
race against cancer, with 
several high-tech approaches 
long dreamed of but not pos¬ 
sible or successful, until now. 

At a weekend conference 
of more than 30,000 can¬ 
cer specialists, scientists re¬ 
ported on: 

New “smart” drugs that 
deliver powerful poisons dir¬ 
ectly to cancer cells while 
leaving healthy ones alone. 

A new tool that helps the 
immune system attack a 
broad range of cancer t 3 ^es. 

Treatments aimed at new 
genes and cancer pathways, 
plus better tests to predict 
which patients will benefit 
from them. 

“I see major advances be¬ 
ing made in big diseases such 
as breast and prostate can¬ 
cers,” said Dr. Richard Pazdur, 
cancer drug chief at the fed¬ 


eral Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration, which on Wednesday 
announced a new policy in¬ 
tended to speed breast cancer 
drugs to the market. 

The field continues to 
move toward more precise 
treatments with fewer side 
effects and away from old- 
style chemotherapy that was 
“like dropping a bomb on the 
body,” he said. 

In fact, an emerging class 
of “smart bombs” was one 
of the most hopeful develop¬ 
ments reported at the meet¬ 
ing of the American Society 
of Clinical Oncology. 

These are two-punch 
weapons that combine sub¬ 
stances called antibodies, 
which bond with specific 
cancer cells, and toxins that 
are too potent to be given by 
themselves. A chemical link 
holds them together until 
they attach to a tumour cell, 
releasing the poison inside it 
and killing the cell. 

“This is a classic example 
of the magic bullet concept” 
first proposed more than 100 
years ago but only now pos¬ 
sible with advances in tech¬ 
nology, said Dr. Louis Weiner, 
director of Georgetown Lom¬ 
bardi Comprehensive Cancer 
Center. “The antibody basic¬ 
ally targets this very toxic

drug right to the cancer cell 
and places it inside the cancer 
cell where the drug can do 
its damage without harming 
healthy cells nearby,” he said. 

On Sunday, a large study 
showed that one such drug 
— Genentech’s T-DMl — de¬ 
layed the time until cancer 
got worse in women with 
very advanced breast cancer. 
The drug also seems to be 
improving survival, although 
it will take more time to 
know for sure. So far, women 
on the new treatment were 
living more than a year long¬ 
er than a comparison group 
of women who were given 
two other drugs. 

Dozens of similar “smart 
bomb” drugs are in develop¬ 
ment. On Monday, Pfizer 
Inc. plans to report on one 
it is testing for certain types 
of l 3 miphoma and leukemia. 
Only one such drug is on the 


market now — Adcetris, sold 
by Seattle Genetics Inc. for 
some less common types of 
l 5 miphoma. 

The other big news at the 
conference involved a very 
different approach: using the 
immune system to fight can¬ 
cer. For more than a century, 
doctors have been tiying to 
harness its power, but tumour 
cells have cloaking mech¬ 
anisms that have kept 


the immune system from 
recognizing them as “enemy” 
and going on the attack. 

Bristol-Myers Squibb Co. 
has developed two drugs 
— one aimed at cancer 
cells and the other at key 
soldier cells of the immune 
system — to remove one of 
these invisibility cloaks. 
Two studies involving 
nearly 500 people found 
some tumour shrinkage in 


up to one quarter of patients 
with lung and kidney can¬ 
cers as well as the deadly 
skin cancer, melanoma. 
The treatments had less 
impact against colon and 
prostate cancer. 

These are only early results 
— not survival comparisons 
or definitive tests, doctors 
warn. More testing is need¬ 
ed to even establish safety.

Our children got an “F” in 
active play. 

That’s the mark Canadian 
kids received on the 2012 
report card issued by Active 
Healthy Kids Canada. The re¬ 
port found that 63 per cent 
of children’s free time after 
school and on weekends is 
sedentary. 

“I don’t hke the idea of 
them hanging out on the 
streets or going to the park 
unsupervised,” says Genevieve 
Lopes, 34, a single mom in To¬ 
ronto who lives in a basement 
apartment with her daughters 
Ashley, 13, and Larissa, 9. “If 
you don’t keep them busy, 
kids just sit and text.” 

Lopes, who is currently 
on disability from a full-time 
bank job, feels lucky to have 
found St. Alban’s Boys and 
Girls Club, where the girls 
swim, skateboard and rock 
climb after school. 


But millions of Canadian 
parents are challenged to 
meet the guideline of keeping 
kids active for an hour a day. 
Only seven per cent of chil¬ 
dren are meeting that goal. 

What can parents do 
to boost their children’s 
physical activity levels? 
“Chill out and get out,” 
says Dr. Mark Tremblay, 
chief scientific officer 
of Active Healthy Kids 
Canada in Ottawa. He sug¬ 
gests that parents model an 
active lifestyle by “pla 5 dng” 
outside. Another suggestion 
is to limit screen time (in¬ 
cluding texting) to no more 
than two hours a day. Some 
kids are currently plugged in 
for a whopping eight hours a 
day. 

“Resist bu 5 dng a new 
video game, TV, or com¬ 
puter and instead dedicate 
that money to active play 
equipment such as a hock¬ 
ey net, a basketball net, a 
new bike, a skipping 
rope, driveway chalk, or a 
ball,” says Tremblay.

A few weeks ago I shifted 
my home buying criteria 
away from the over-heated 
inner-city detached house 
market to Plan B; an inner- 
city condo with high rental 
income potential for the 
future. I plan to live in the 
property for a year until 
I find a more affordable 
detached home for my pri¬ 
mary residence, at which 
point I’d rent the condo out 
as an investment property. 

Using my new cri¬ 
teria, on Friday afternoon, 

I found ‘the one’. I walked 
into the home and was 
captivated by its character, 
charm, views, and layout. 
Better yet, the price is 
discounted to the market 
and the location couldn’t 
be better. 

Feeling good vibes, I 
sat down with my realtor 


A buyer's dilemma 


Sunday afternoon to make 
an offer.... until we were 
interrupted by a phone call 
from the seller’s realtor 
who disclosed that there 
had been a death by sui¬ 
cide on the property only 
a few months prior. This 
explained the discounted 
price, request for quick 
possession and the long 
length of time on the 
market. 

I was stunned and 
saddened to hear of 
this terrible tragedy; so 
shocked, in fact, that my 
emotions took over and 
rather than being my usual 
frugal self I couldn’t go 
through with making the 
offer that same day. 

I sought advice from 
close friends and family 
members to see what they 
would do if they were in 
my shoes. Their opinions 
are split 50/50. The first 
group said to steer clear of 
the property because the 
local rumour mill would 
never forget the incident; 
thus resale abihty and 
rental income potential 
could be jeopardized. 

The other group sug¬ 
gested I put my feelings/ 
superstitions aside and 


scoop up the deeply dis¬ 
counted property. 

Real estate disclosure 
laws require sellers to 
disclose any fact that 
could be material to a 
buyer’s decision to buy the 
property. Facts about the 
property are considered 
material if their disclosure 
would affect the value or 
desirabihty of the prop¬ 
erty. Is a death by suicide 
a material fact that affects 
the value or desirability 
of a property? I beheve it 
is. But I also believe that 
for some buyers it matters 
a lot whereas for others, 
they don’t care. 

The lesson in all this 
is that there are material 
considerations that go 
beyond a simple home 
inspection of any property. 
Foreclosure and death, for 
instance, are not structural 
issues. But they can signifi¬ 
cantly lower the price of a 
property. 

From a buyer’s per¬ 
spective, this represents 
an opportunity to save 
thousands. But, selhng it 
down the road could be 
a challenge. By question¬ 
ing realtors and doing 
independent research, buy¬ 
ers can determine if there 
are expensive disclosure 
issues. 

I’m not certain my love 
of this particular home, 
nor the tens of thousands 
of dollars in savings, 
outweighs my sad feelings 
towards the tragic incident. 
I might have to walk away 
from the deal.

Peppered Beef Steaks 



Top peppered beef steaks 
with caramelized onions 
and fruit salsa for a sensa¬ 
tional grilling choice this 
spring and summer. 

The salsa makes good use 
of fhiits and vegetables that 
are readily available in spring. 
Frozen diced mango works 
just as well as fresh. 

1. Caramelized onions: Dice 
enough red onion to meas¬ 
ure 50 ml (1/4 cup); set aside, 
reserving for salsa. Cut re¬ 
maining onions in half and 
brush with olive oil. Place 
on grill over medium heat, 
turning occasionally, for 
20 minutes or until tender. 
Transfer onions to a medium 
bowl. With kitchen shears, 
cut into large chunks; stir 
in brown sugar, balsamic 
vinegar, salt and pepper. Set 
aside. 

2. Fruit salsa: In a medium 
bowl, combine reserved diced 
red onion, tomatoes, mango, 
cucumber, cilantro, lime peel, 
juice and pulp; season with 
salt and pepper and refriger¬ 
ate. (Salsa may be made sev¬ 
eral hours in advance.) 

3. Season medallions with 
salt and cracked black pep-

A reader of my column re¬ 
cently complained that I did 
not understand the correct 
etiquette for table napkins 
and explained in her very 
rude email how she felt I 
was absolutely wrong. 

But before I continue, I 
do wish to make one point 
perfectly clear: I do fact 
check my material for both 
accuracy and logic before I 
submit it to my editors at 
Metro. 

The reader specifically 
complained how I am wrong 
to say “In the event that you 
must leave the table, do not 
ever leave your dinner nap¬ 
kin on the table, leave it on 
your chair.” 

The reader instead in¬ 


sisted a dinner napkin is 
always left on the table to 
the left of the forks, un¬ 
folded, while you temporar¬ 
ily excuse yourself from the 
table. 

Interestingly enough, 
Emily Post, Etiquette, 17th 
edition, page 386 says “Put 
your napkin to the left side 
of your plate when the 
meal ends or whenever you 
excuse yourself from the 
table.” 

And Amy Vanderbilt 
Complete book of Etiquette, 
1952, page 252 says “If for 
any reason, you must leave 
the table during the meal, 
place the used napkin cas¬ 
ually, not refolded, to the 
left of your fork” 

However there is an¬ 
other side to this coin. Pam¬ 
ela Eyring, President of The 
Protocol School of Wash¬ 
ington says the napkin is 
always left “Unfolded on 


your chair. When it is left 
unfolded on the table this 
is the ‘silent service signal’ 
that you are not returning.” 

In addition, Mr. Louis 
Dussault, who has been the 
chief of protocol for both 
the City of Montreal and 
the Province of Quebec, 
says “The napkin is put on 
the chair and (optional) 
the guest pushes the chair 
under the table.” 

At my Butler School in 
Toronto we teach in table 
manners class that the nap¬ 
kin is always left on the 
chair, not the table, until 
the end of the meal. 

So where does this leave 
us? Remember in etiquette, 
sometimes there is no right 
or wrong answer but a vari¬ 
ance in customs and cul¬ 
tures, and more important¬ 
ly etiquette teaches us how 
to best interact and accept 
others’ differences.

The Los Angeles Kings are on 
the verge of greatness.

On a night when Wayne 
Gretzky dropped the puck 
on a ceremonial faceoflf, the 
Kings moved one step closer to 
joining The Great One’s 1988 
Edmonton Oilers as the most 
dominant NHL champions in 
history. 

Jonathan Qiiick continued 
his otherworldly play Monday 
by stopping all 22 shots he

faced as Los Angeles drove a 
dagger through the hearts of 
the New Jersey Devils with a 
4-0 victory. The Kings hold a 3-0 
series lead for a fourth time this 
post-season. 

“If we win one more game, I 
hope the San Andreas fault can 
take it,” Kings forward Dustin 
Permer said. 

It appears as though the 
Devils share something in com¬ 


mon with each of the Kings pre¬ 
vious three opponents — they 
have no answer for Qirick, who 
looks hke a slam dunk selec¬ 
tion to win the Gorm Sm34he 
Trophy as playoff MVP. 

The goaltender was particu¬ 
larly sharp in the first period, 
when the score was still 0-0 and 
the Devils enjoyed a 5-on-3 ad¬ 
vantage for 59 seconds. He got 
his pad on a dangerous chance 
from Ilya Kovalchuk to keep 
New Jersey fi-om getting its first 
real burst of momentum in the 
series. 

“You’ve got to find a way 
to score goals,” Devils forward 
David Glarkson said. “We’ve 
been putting the puck on the 
net. like I said we’ve been 
working hard ... and we’re go¬ 
ing to continue to push. We’re 
not done yet.” 

Alec Martinez ended up 


opening the scoring at 5:40 of 
the second period immediately 
after Qiiick denied David Glark¬ 
son on a dangerous opportun¬ 
ity. Teammate Dwight King got 
four whacks at a puck that was 
lodged imder Martin Brodeur’s 
pads before Martinez knocked 
it into the net. 

Anze Kopitar, Jeff Garter and 
Justin Williams went on to beat 
Brodeur as Los Angeles showed 
the form of a champion. 

After finishing as the eighth 
seed in the Western Gonfer- 
ence, the Kings have clinic¬ 
ally picked apart Vancouver, 
St. Louis, Phoenix and now the 
Devils, compiling a 15-2 record 
along the way. The only other 
team to show such dominance 
imder the NHL’s current playoff 
format is the 1988 Oilers, who 
went 16-2.

Santana threw a career- 
high 134 pitches Friday 
night against St. Louis in 
the first no-hitter in team 
history. Santana missed last
